LONDON, Aug. 3.—A number of im- 


portant changes in the coronation pro- 
gram were announced today. 


The recognition 
in which the King 


is presented toMhe people by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, as the "undoubt- 
ed king of the realm" will be 
per- 


formed but once instead of four times 
as given in the official program. 


The litany, which was to have f o l - j 


lowed the recognition will not be said, 
the sermon will be omitted and the Te 
Deuni, which was placed in the order 
of the service after the presenting of 
the bible, will not be given at that 
time, but will be sung during the re- 
cess at the close of the coronation offi- 
ces when the King visits St. Edward's 
Chapel. 


Owing to the age of the Very Rev. 


George Granviile Bradley, the dean of 
Westminster, who is SI years old, the 


King has relieved him of the duty of 
placing the regalia upon the altar, and 
this service 
will 
be 
performed by 


Canon Duckworth, but the dean will 
pass the crown to the archbishop for 
the act of coronation, and will put the 
communion cup to the King.
